4rji. Dutch citizens, includm g tli ose 
of Aruba, observed the ofh ciarDutch 
Day of Remembrance tor the lives 
lost during World War IL On Aruba 
the ceremony was conducted at the 
War M emorial located on Adrian La¬ 
de Boulevard, where it intersects L.G. 
Smith Boulevard, 

Holland has its own way at mourn¬ 
ing those lost, which takes place on 
the eve of celebrating the country's 
liberation trom five years ot occupa¬ 
tion. On May 4th and 5th, the entire 
Kingdom of the Netherlands, includ¬ 
ing its C aribbean territories, unites to 
observe a day of remembrance fol¬ 
lowed by a day of jubilant festivities. 
On Aruba, the Ceremonial Corp of 
the Royal Dutch Marines and a num¬ 
ber of t)utch residents joined Aruban 
officials and dignitaries for the solemn 
occasion at sunset. 

Since the end ot the WWdl, the 
Dutch have observed May 4th as a 
day ot reflection; a day to honor the 
victims of war not with loud parades, 
but individual prayers tor peace. 
Across Holland, citizens gather at war 
memorials m their communities and 
at the stroke ot 3:00 PM, the entire 
country ob selves a two-minute si¬ 
lence. Marine Corps Reverend Gert 
Pen nek amp delivered the benediction 
on Aruba. 


After the two minutes of silence, 
Governor Fred is Ru feiijol and Adju¬ 
tant General began the annual ritual 
of placing memorial wreaths at the 
base o f th e monument. Aruba’s Prime 
Minister Mike Etnan also add ressed 
the gathering tor a moment, speak¬ 
ing of the brave sou is lost and Aruba’s 
own WWII h ero. who died fighting 
in the Dutch Resistance, l< Boy f ’Ecury. 

Following the PM's address, the 
ritual placement of wreaths contin¬ 
ued, beginning on behalf of islanders 
lost in the war, performed by mem¬ 
bers of the Angela and Dani a families, 
The Pres td ent of Parii ament, Ma nso 1 
Lopez-Tramp represented that au¬ 
gust body A wreath was placed by 
Aruba’s remaining members of the 
Shutterij, those who served in the lo¬ 
cal militia during the war, protecting 
the refinery It was an essential asset

The Dutch Delega¬ 
tion to Aruba acso presented at the 
monument, and the ceremony was 
completed by the Commandant of

Sava net a, Lt. Colonel Jan ten Hove. 
Following that, several young 
members from Aruba Scouting 
paraded to the monument to each 
lace a single flower. A total of 69 
owers, one for each years since 
tjie end of the war, was bid at the 
toot of the monument .s sting Aru¬ 
ba's war dead.

200 years celebrations of the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands 


THE HAGUE —The Kingdom of the 
Netherlands is 200 years old. Celebra¬ 
tions marking the bicentenary. 

The festivities have started from No¬ 
vember 2013 and will go on until Sep¬ 
tember 2015, The National Committee 
for the Bicentenary of the Kingdom has 
arranged events and festivities that in¬ 
volve as many people and organisations 
as possible. 

The celebrations marking the bicente¬ 
nary are for everyone, both in the Euro¬ 
pean and Caribbean parts of the King¬ 
dom. 

The foundation for the democratic le- 

f al order was laid in IS 13, and it evolved 
owly but surely from there. 

In i&4S freedom ot assembly and as¬ 
sociation and the freedom of education 
were added to the fundamental rights 
enshrined in the Dutch Constitution, 
and freedom ol the press was expanded. 

However, slavery was not abolished in 
the Antilles and Suriname until 1363. 
Since IS 15 the Kingdom has become 


much smaller. Belgium. Luxembourg, 
Indonesia, Suriname and New Guinea 
have gone thei r own way. 

For a long time, three countries re¬ 
mained: the Netherlands, the Nether¬ 
lands Antilles and Aruba. 

Since the constitutional changes of 
2010, there are now tour countries in the 
Kingdom (the Netherlands, Curasao, 
Aruba and St Maarten) and three special 
municipalities of the Netherlands (Bo¬ 
naire, St Eusratius and Saba). 

Several other events will also be com¬ 
memorated in the Caribbean part of the 
Kingdom in the period 2013-2015. such 
as the abolition of slavery 150 years ago 
(1863), the 75th anniversary ol the first 
parliament of the Netherlands Antilles 
on Curasao (1933) and the 60th anni¬ 
versary of the Cliarter for the Kingdom 
of die Netherialids (1954), 

The theme running through all these 
historical events is the development ot 
the democratic legal order.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
The man who murdered 
flamboyant far-right Dutch 
politician Pirn Fortuyn was 
Freed on Friday after serv¬ 
ing two-thirds of an 13-year 
sentence, the justice ministry 
said. 

Volkeit van der Graaf 
44. was jailed for the 2002 
cold-blooded shooting ot 
the outspoken and open¬ 
ly gay Fortuyn, an act that 
shattered the Liberal Neth¬ 
erlands' image of it sell as a 
unified and secure society. 

Ik [ can confirm that Volk- 
ert van der Graaf has been 
treed on conditional released’ 
justice ministry spokesman 
Joehgem van Opstal told 
AFP d echmng to provide 
further details. 

A Dutch justice advisory 
board said last year that Van 
der Graaf sh Quid be granted 
a '‘controlled” early release, 
as the best way to reintegrate 
and prepare him for an even¬ 
tual return to society. 


The release dominated 
Dutch newspapers on Fri¬ 
day with much speculation 
about what he might now 
look like and what he will 
now do. 

Van d er Graaf was to be 
handed over to his family, 
including his partner and 
their 12-year-old daughter, 
Dutch media said. 

The animal rights activist 
will not be given a new’ iden¬ 
tity despite fears his where¬ 
abouts may be revealed. 

He will be “protected”. 
Dutch media reported, but 
the justice ministry would 
not say if that meant he 
wou ld la ave a b o d y gu ai d. 

Van der Graaf will have to 
report to authorities once a 
week and wear an electron¬ 
ic ankle tag. He will not be 
allowed to go to Rotterdam, 
the city where Fortuyn was 
a politician, or to Hi I versa m, 
where he was killed. 

Officials warned last year 
that Van der Graaf"s ear¬ 


ly release could reopen old 
wounds, given the wide¬ 
spread public anger that 
fo 1 lowed Fq rtu yn’s assassi¬ 
nation in the car park of a 
television station on May 6, 
2002 . 

Van der Graaf shot the 
h Li gely popu 1 ar Fo rtu y n, 
54. in the head days before 
elections m which the Pirn 
Fortuyn List (LPF) party 
was expected to make major 
gains on the back of an an- 
11 -i m m igrati antic ket. 

He said he killed Fortuyn 
because lie was worried 
about the way he stigma¬ 
tised vulnerable groups, in¬ 
cluding Muslim immigrants 
and asylum seekers. 

Widely seen as the fore¬ 
runner of today’s Freedom 
Paity' (PW), led by contro¬ 
versial right wing politician 
Green Winders, Fortuyn la¬ 
belled Islam a “backward 
culture” and called tor 
Dutch borders to be closed 
to immigration. 


Assad to face two candidates 
in Syria presidential vote 

DAMASCUS (AFP) - President Bashar al-Assad is to 
face two challengers in Syria's June 3 presidential election, 
which he is assured ot winning, the constitutional court 
said Sunday. 

Twenty-three candidates had initially registered to run 
against Assad, but most did not meet election criteria to 
run for off ce in a vote that has been mocked by the oppo¬ 
sition and the West as a “farce”. 

Both Hajjar and Nuri are largely unknown to the Syrian 
public. 

Candidates whose bids were rejected have until May 7 
to appeal the court’s decision, said Majed al-Khadra of the 
constitutional court, whose statement was carried by state 
television. 

While the election is the country’s first multi-candidate 
vote, the rules effectively rule out any opponents to Assad’s 
regime from running. 

Among them is the stipulation that anyone who has lived 
outside Syria in the past decade is excluded, effectively bar¬ 
ring most prominent opposition figures, who live in exile. 

At the same time, the vote will only be held m areas u n¬ 
der government control. 

The election is being held amid a brutal civil war that 
has killed more than 150,000 people since March 2011 and 
made millions homeless.

Big quake shakes buildings in Tokyo 


TOKYO (AFP) - A powerful earth¬ 
quake shook buildings in Tokyo early 
today, AFP reporters in the Japanese 
capital said, but officials said there urns 
no risk of a tsunami. 

The epicentre of the quake — which 
struck at 5:18 am (2018 GMT Sun¬ 
day) — was near Izu Os him a island 
southwest of central Tokyo, the Japanese 
meteorological agency said. 

The US Geological Survey said the 
quake had a magnitude of 5.8 and struck 
at a depth of 156 kilometres (97 miles) 
National broadcaster NHK said there 
mere no immediate reports of any dam¬ 
age or injuries. 


The station said Tokyo Electric Power 
(TEPCO), the operator of the stricken 
Fu ktt shim a nuclear power plant, said 
there were no abnormal signs at the re¬ 
actors. 

Japan is situated at the meeting place 
of a number of tectonic plates ana ex¬ 
periences a number of relatively violent 
quakes every year. 

However, strict building codes fre¬ 
quently mean that even powerful quakes 
that might wreak havoc itr other coun¬ 
tries cart pass without much damage.

Officials said that customers can buy" up to 
10 grams of marijuana a week at a puce ot 20 
to 22 pesos (about SO. 90) per gram. 

The small South American country m De¬ 
cember became the first in the world to an¬ 
nounce that it would regulate the market for 
cannabis and its derivatives, 
a bold move by r authorities 
trust rated with losing re¬ 
sources to fighting drug traf¬ 
fic king, 

The new rules state that the 
officially-sanctioned mari¬ 
juana will have a 15 percent 
concentration of tetrahydro¬ 
cannabinol (THC) — the 
plant's main psychoactive in¬ 
gredient — and come in five 
varieties. 

Buyers must be IS or old¬ 
er, rest d ents o f U ru gu ay. a nd 
must register with authori¬ 
ties. 

The new rules are support¬ 
ed by President Jose Mujica, a 
former guerrilla and medical 
doctor who leaves otnee this 


year. 

Once the degree is signed, 
the government will issue a 
cal[ cor applicants tor a limit¬ 
ed number ot marijuana pro¬ 
duction licenses. 

Canepa estimated that legal 


marijuana will be available m pharmacies in 
December. 

The official price is based on production 
costs and profits tor the producers and phar¬ 
macies, Canepa said. 

The total volume consumed in Uruguay 
— a country of 3.3 million people — '"falls 
around 18 to 22 tons” ot cannabis per year, 
said National Drug Board secretary general 
Julio Calzada. 

'"Based on this, we need a maximum of 10 
hectares (25 acres;” ot crops to meet demand, 
lie added. 

Although it has not been illegal to con¬ 
sume marijuana m Uruguay since the 1970s. 
the sale and distribution of cannabis had been 
forbidd en. 

The government 's registration requirement 
however may scare away some potential legal 
buyers. 

'"There are some people who are afraid of 
registering because o f th eir wot k. And if an 
anti-marijuana government comes to pow- 
er, the database could be used against them,” 
said Juan Pablo Tubino. owner ot a Montevi¬ 
deo store that specializes in cannabis. 

The black market for marijuana — where 
minors, foreigners and registration refusniks 
can get their weed — will likely remain. 

However the new law could ""modify ’' that 
market, said commissioner Cesar Manuel 
Sosa, who leads the Directorate for Combat¬ 
ing D rug Trafficking

Few have traveled to the pyra¬ 
mids of Egypt and not wondered 
how an ancient civilization without 
modern technology could have con¬ 
structed structures so large they can 
he viewed from space. Some have 
theorized they were built inside ole t, 

On the flakier side, some say aliens 
did it. 

Perhaps the most confounding 
mystery of all involves how incred¬ 
ibly large stones made their way to 
the mi ddle of the ■desert without 
massive mechanical assistance. No 
camel, even the Egyptian kind, is 
that strong 

The truth, researchers at the 
University of Amsterdam announced 
this week in a study published in the 
journal Physical Review Letters, may 
actually he quite simple. It has long 
been believed that Egyptians used 
wooden sleds to haul the stone, but 
until now it hasn't been entirely 
understood how they overcame the 
problem ot friction. It amounts to 
nothing more, scientists say, than a 
"'clever trick. 

They likely wet the sa nd. ’’For 
the construction of the pyramids, 
the ancient Egyptians had to trans¬ 
port heavy blocks of stone and large 
statues across the desert. 15 the uni¬ 
versity said. “The Egyptians there¬ 
fore placed the heavy objects on a 
sledge that workers pulled over the 
sand, Research ... revealed that the 
Egyptians probably made the desert 
sand in front ot the sledge wet.'' 

It has to do with physics. Th e sort 
of sledges the Egyptians used to 
transport the two-ton loads of stone 
were pretty rudimentary. They were 
wooden planks with upturned edges. 
Dragging something that heavy 
tin rough hot sand would — unsur¬ 
prisingly — dig into the grains, cre¬ 
ating a sand berm that would make 
progress nearly impossible. It “was 
perhaps observed by the Egyptians

study, authored by a team of eight 


researchers ted by Daniel Bonn. 

The only way around that prob¬ 
lem would be to constantly clear the 
sand out ot the way, making a tedi¬ 
ous process even more tedious, 

Damp sand, however, operates 
very differently. According to the 
research, “sliding friction on sand is 
greatly reduced by the addition of 
some — but not that much — water.” 
So this time, researchers placed a 
laboratory version of an Egyptian 
sledge in a bin ot sand that had been 
dried in the oven. Then they threw 
down some water, and measured the 
grains' stiffness. I ft he water had the 
appropriate level of wetness, some¬ 
thing called ''capillary bridges 1 ’ — 
extremely small droplets ot water 
that glue together individual grains 
of sand — would form. 

I nd eed, he says the experiments 
showed the required force decreased 
in proportion to the sand’s stiffness. 
,L ln the presence ot the correct quan¬ 
tity of water, wet desert sand is about 
twice as stiff as dry sand, 1 ’ the uni¬ 
versity says. “A sledge glides far more 
easily over firm desert sand simply 
because the sand does not pile up in 
front of the sledge as it does in the 
case o fd ry sand. 1 ’ 

Too much water, however, would 
create separate problems. “The static 
friction progressively decreases in 
a mplit u d e wh en mo re w at e r i s ad d ed 
to the system, 1 ’ the study says. 

Adding more evidence to the con¬ 
clusion that Egyptians used water 
is a wall painting in the tomb of 
Djehutihotep. A splash ot orange 
and gray, it appears to show a per¬ 
son standing at the front of a massive 
sledge, pou ring water onto the sand 
just in front ot the progressing sled. 

H e said the experiment not only 
solved “the Egyptian mystery, but 
also shows, interestingly, that the 
stiffness ot sand is directly related to 
the friction force,” 

In ah. the scientists say, “the 
Egyptians were probably aware of 
this handy trick.” 


Apple, Facebook, others defy

World Bank: China to have 
world’s largest economy 
this year 


NEW YORK - The Unit¬ 
ed States has had the world's 
largest economy tor more 
than 140 years, but accord¬ 
ing to new numbers from 
a World Bank project, that 
run will likely come to an 
end this year. 

The World Bank's Inter¬ 
national; Comparison Pro- 
sect (ICP} recently released 
comparison GDP estimates 
tor tne world’s econo¬ 
mies for 2011, and found 
that China’s economy had 
caught np so close to the 
US. its economy is likely to 
surpass the US.'s this year. 

That’s far sooner t! 
economists had Been 
peering the OECD 
mated. China wouId become 
the world’s largest econ¬ 
omy in 2016; China itseT 
pegged 2019 as th e year it 
would happen. The Centre 
for Economics and Business 
Research put it as far off as 
2028. 

Like many estimates of 
GDR the ICP d at a adjusts 
the numbers tor “purchasing

power parity" (PPP), Be¬ 
cause exchange rates fluc¬ 
tuate constantly measuring 
the actual (or nominal 1 ’) 
GDP can be misleading. 
PPP adjusts the numbers 
to reflect what people in a 
given economy can actually 
afford. 

In updating its numbers, 
the ICP found it had un¬ 
derestimated the purchasing 
power ot people in develop¬ 
ing countries. Once it ad¬ 
justed the numbers for tne 
igher purchasing power, it 
found China’s economy to 
be 87 percent as large as the 
US.'s in 2011. 

Given that China is ex¬ 
pected to grow 24 percent 
oet ween 2011 and 2 1 
and the U.S. economy 
expected to grow about 7.5 
percent, that would mean 
China will overtake the US. 
tins year.

IMF insists on LatAm economic reform 


NEW YORK — International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) Director tor the Western Hem¬ 
isphere Department Alejandro Werner has 
once again called for the region to embark 
upon economic reforms, claiming that the 
“feast difficult ' phase of economic growth is 
now over. 

The IMF most recently forecast a 2.5 
percent Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
growth rate for the region this year, which it 
has termed modest.’’ to be followed by three 
percent growth in 2015 and Werner attrib¬ 
uted tne lower growth rates to the instability 
in international capital markets and the re¬ 
gion pushing up against the upper limits ot 
its c u rrent p ro d u ct i on c apac ity, 

Speaking to AFP Werner differentiated 
between Latin American countries close¬ 
ly-linked to the US economy, which he 
predicted will have a marginally better year, 
and those more dependent on commodities, 
which is th e case of Argentina, lor example. 

Argentina warned ot reduced commodity 
prices but also recognized, the “recent meas¬ 
ures to allow for a weaker exchange rate, 
higher domestic interest rates, and a reduc¬ 
tion in certain utility subsidies ate steps in 


the right direction.' 1 

rbe Outlook for ecast sharp decreases in 
the growth rate in the prices ot commodities 
typically traded by the region in the 2014- 
2019 period, with the regional average about 
6.5 percentage points lower than the com¬ 
modity boom period of 2003-201T 
Increased global supply ot commodities 
and reduced demand from China have been 
suggested as some of the causes for reduced 
international commodity prices. 

Although the region cannot on its own 
set international commodity prices, Werner 
was more optimistic that sound public pol¬ 
icy would be able to minimize the impact 
of a normalization of US monetary policy, 
name lv the increase in interest rates. 

Furthermore, Werner added that many 
Latin American economies have very low 
unemployment figures and that there is little 
excess capital to be used to increase produc¬ 
tivity. 

1 nis combination ot frilly utilized resourc¬ 
es of labour and capital. Werner contends, 
means that “growth is now harder to achieve 
because it requires investment.”
